21 This bill relates to a civil gudgment, decree, or order of
22 a court of a federally recognized Indian tribe.

23 The bill provides that a civil judgment, decree, or order

26 date of the bill, may be recognized and enforced in the same
27 manner as a judgment, decree, or order of a district court of
28 this state, subject to the requirements of Code Chapter 626A,
29 lowa®s uniform enforcement of foreign judgments Act.
